1895." The continuing legislative day 
of Saturday was also operative at the 
White House, and at" noon yesterday, 
when March 4 began. March 2 and 
March 3 ended simultaneously. 
In 


the case of the president there was 
more 
truth than 
fiction 
in the 


practical loss of a day from the calen- 
dar; for since last Friday, when the 
extraordinary deluge of legislation 
commenced to pour into his office, he 
was never from his desk for more than 
n few hours at a time. The cabinet 
had been almost unremittingly in ses- 
sion, and practically as sharp an inves- 
tigation of the merits of measures was 
in vogue as under ordinary circum- 
stances. 


Teu clays are allowed in which bills 


may be thoroughly considered before 
they become law. Between o and 4 
o'clock in the mornmg of the last 
three days the president has allowed 
those, .ibout him to snatch a little rest 
aud four or five hours later they have 
returned to continue the work with 
him. 
Whether in the meantime he 


found opportunity for a little bleep is 
more than the member!, of the cabinet 
know. 


Five of the big appropriation bills 


did not reach the president until yes- 
terday morning after 9 o'clock. They 
were the Indian, sundry, civil, defi- 
ciency, diplomatic and consular and 
naval, and the failure of any one of 
them, except possibly the deficiency, 
must have resulted seriously to the na- 
tional government or forced the assem- 
bly of the new congress in extra ses- 
sion before midsummer. Their prog- 
ress in congress had been closely 
wathed by departmental experts, and 
after examination by the cabinet of- 
ficers, who will be responsible for dis- 
bursing the millions they appropri- 
ated, the president was able to approve 
them. 


At 10'40 o'clock, at the request of 


Postmaster-General Bissell, the anti- 
lottery bill was taken up for examina- 
tion and promptly signed. This yms 
quickly followed by the copyright act, 
which was the last measure of the 
Fifty-third congress to go upon the 
statute books. 


When the hour of noon arrived the

The president will leave Washing- 


ton for North Carolina on the light- 
house tender Violet with Secretary 
Carlisle and a few friends in all prob- 
ability at once. He has made no an- 
nouncement of the hour of his depart- 
ure, 
bi.t the Violet has reached the 


vUiaii here and congress with the ex- 
ception of a few office-seeking mem- 
bers is out of the way, so there is 
nothing to keep the president. No 
one would be surprised if he is on his 
way down the river to-day, as the 
Violet is coaled and provisioned and 
the ducking season has almost reached 
its end.

magnitude of the questions determined 
by the senate during the congress just 
expiring, and to the ability with which 
they had been disposed. With the fall 
of the gavel, he said, the great debates 
and the important legislation of the 
fifty-third congress would pass into 
the domain of history. 


During the brief session, beginning 


at 9 a. m. and terminating at noon, 
there was little done, except the form- 
alities of receiving messages from the 
house requesting the signature of the 
vice-president to enrolled bills and DJ. 
announcing such signatures. 
The 


last two of the appropriation bills— 
the naval and the deficiency—were 
signed by the viee-president at 9:30 a. 
m. and 9:50 a. m. respectively and were 
then transmitted to the president. 


The windtng-up scenes were enliv- 


ened by a discussion between Senators 
Morgan (dem., Ala.) and Gray (dem., 
Del.) upon the Behring sea seal fish- 
eries question, and by a highly amus- 
ing one between Senator Call (dem., 
Fla.) and Senators Gorman (dem., Md.) 
Aldrieh (rep., R. I.) and Wolcott (rep., 
Col.), in reference to Mr. Call's resolu- 
tion for a special committee to investi- 
gate the doings of the Louisiana or 
Honduras 
Lottery Co. In his in-

Call 
did 
not 


hesitate to declare that the religious 
and moral people of the country would 
supply the expense for the investiga- 
tion which Mr. Gorman "desired to 
suppress." And when Mr. Aldrieh in- 
timated that Mr. Call's purpose was to 
affect politics in Florida and not to 
promote morality, the Florida senator 
pronounced Mr. AMrich's statement 
as untrue and without any warrant, 
except that senator's "desire to pro- 
mote lotteries in the United States." 


Mr. Wolcott's opposition was met 


with the assertion that that senator 
never failed to bpeak in the interest of 
a foreign corporation. Mr. Call was 
in the full tide of passionate decla- 
mation against those senators who op- 
posed his resolution, when the vice- 
president rose, delivered his farewell 
speech, and declared the senate ad- 
journed without day.

The house adjourned promptly at 


noon yesterday, in the presence of 
crowded galleries.

Lieut, Moore, Oldest Officer 


TJnole Sam's Army. 


HU Name Has Appeared on the Offlcla 


JUllster Since April. 1818—Be Enlist- 


ed M a Drummer Boy Whan 


Twelve Yean Old. 


Eighty-three years a soldier! This 


may be said of Michael Moore, whose 
name appears on the army register, 
where it has been carried since April, 
1812, when he enlisted as & musician 
from New York. He says that he is 
the oldest living officer of the United 
States army, and there are probably 
not many older in any of the world's 
armies. 


He was born in New York on July *, 


1800, and inherited a love for a military 
life from his father, Jacob Moore, who 
was a soldier in the revolutionary 
army and saw active' service at Tren- 
ton. With an older brother, Michael 
ran away from home when he was 
twelve years old, and enlisted as a 
drummer in Capt. John Sproull's com- 
pany of the Thirteenth regiment, 
United States infantry, of which Col. 
Peter B. Schuyler was the commander, 
and which was stationed at the time at 
Qreenbush, opposite Albany. 


He took part with his regiment in the 


campaign on the Canadian frontier, and 
is still fond of telling about the battles 
of Queenston, Stony Creek and Fort 
George, in which he took part. A t 
vere wound received at the battle of 
Fort George has left a scar on his arm. 
His regiment was part of Gen. Wilkin- 
son's command, which went down the 
St. Lawrence to attack Montreal. Afier 
spending a winter at French Mills, his 
regiment was ordered to Sackett's Har- 
bor, under Gen. Izzard, and later on it 
was consolidated with the Fifth infan- 
try and was sent to Detroit, Mich., 
which was then one of the extreme 
western posts. While at Detroit Moore's 
time expired, and he was discharged in 
May, 
1817, but he reenlisted at once in 


Company A, of the Second infantry, 
then commanded by Col. Hugh Brady. 
From then until January, 1809, he 
served continually as a musician, and 
was with his regiment at Sault Ste. 
Marie, and took part in the Lake Su- 
perior expedition in 1826 under Gov. 
Cass, which resulted in a treaty with 
the Indians. 


He took part hi the Black Hawk war 


and in the Seminole Indian war in 
Florida, and was stationed at Fort 
King, Fla., where he received his dis- 
charge because of expiration of hia 
time of service in 1840. But in 1S41 he

DOUGLASS MEMORIAL 


Decatur Citizens Meet and Do 


Honor to the Hero and 


Statesman. 


Glowing Addresses l>y Kev. Mr. Light, W. 


B. Woodford, Kcv. D. F. Howe 


and Rev. Hardin Smith. 


The eervices in memory of the Hon. 


Frederick Douglass, the one conspicu- 
ous figure in the early warfare against 
slavery, who in the zenith and decline of 
his remarkable career was honored as 
he deserved to be, were held at the 
Christian tabernacle last night. The 
attendance was large and the sentiments 
uttered by the orators were warmly ap- 
plauded. The meeting was in charge of 
the ministers of the African churches, 
and the music was by the A. M. E. church 
choir with organ accompaniment. The 
selections were "In thy Cleft, Oh Rock 
of Ages," Savior, breathe an evening 
blessing," "That beautiful golden gate," 
and "America." On the wall back of the 
choir were displayed the portraits of 
Douglas, Lincoln and Brown. Rev. Mr. 
Light of the A. M. E. church presided, 
and quite a number of gentlemen occu- 
pied seats on the platform. Rev. Archie 
Ward offered a fervent and patriotic 
prayer, during which he mentioned the 
names of the champions of anti-slavery. 


THE ADDRESSES. 


Rev. Mr. Light was the first speaker. 


He said in part: All nations and races 
ere proud of their great men and great 
women, and you show us by your pres- 
ence that you come to join us in paying 
a tribute ef respect to one of the great 
men, 
a noble father and brother, who 


said he thanked God he had lived to be 
recognized as an American citizen ev- 
erywhere. At no time have you been 
called to respect a greater statesman, a 
more persuasive or magnetic orator, a 
more loving and tender father, a better 
friend of humanity, a more fearless ad- 
vocate of the truth, a more loyal citizen, 
than the Hon. Fred. Douglass.

evening of Feb. 
20, 9eath entered 


Douglass' home. A great man passed 
away. He was great, a hero, a conqueror. 
In the face of all obstacles he conquered. 
He snatched success and honor from 
what seemed certain defeat- Henceforth 
his name is to be associated with the 
illustrious of our time, with those of 
Lincoln, Sumner, Brown, Grant, and the 
host of others who have fallen asleep. I 
am glad to see so many of both faces 
here to-night to pay tribute of respect to 
the memory of Douglass. 
His work is 


not finished. His life will be aa influ- 
ence upon those yet to come to build 
them up and make them noble and use- 
ful. Douglass with his untamed will 
fougkt and carved his way to a position 
among the greatest of his time. 


Attorney W. B. Woodford was the 


next speaker. He said: 


Ever and anon, my friends, among the 


vicissitudes of life, are we called U(jon to 
pay tributes of respect to departed 
friends and to fallen, heroes. We are 
here to-night to speak of a man born in 
the humble walks of life, one of the 
poor, hated race, who climbed the ladder 
of success until he reached the pinnacle 
of tame. Douglass was an ordinary 
slave for the first 23 years of his life. 
Slavery did not allow its victims to be- 
come intelligent. Douglass remembered 
his mother when he was but a boy. She 
died when he was but seven years old. 
He had no recollection of his father. 
When but a boy his spirit rebelled 
against slavery. * 
* We rind him in 


Baltimore in the keeping of a lady 
who was then 
impuiting to him a 


weapon that would lay slavery to the 
ground. 
His master objected to him 


receiving lessons, but as an apprentice 
in a ship-yard he learned from the marks 
on tlie boards how to write. He copied 
the letters and then daied the white 
boys to beat him, and he thus acquired 
a knowledge of the art of writing. He 
was bound to succeed and he did. His 
life was a romance. He was the great 
est product of the nineteenth century 
There is no other name like his that 
Europe can place beside Douglass. No 
other man in all history can match him 
for his nobleness of purpose and the 
grandeur of his work. Douglass in 
the trying times of the war was the 
confidential 
advisor 
of 
the 
mar- 


tyred Lincoln. 
He 
was always a 


welcome visitor at the White House. It 
was Douglass who told Lincoln to make 
the black man a citizen. It was Doug- 
lass who advanced the'thought that the 
black man should first be taken from 
the South if the North would win, and no 
men had a sounder advisor than did the 
blacks who took up arms and fought for 
their enfranchisement. Douglass'' two 
sons were the first colored men to enlist. 
In Europe Douglass did grand service 
to spread the anti-slavery sentiment. 
On his return his work and talk Drought 
his enemies upon him, and he fled to 
Europe, but he came back to assist in 
the election of Lincoln. Fifty years 
hence history will fail to record a greater 
man than Douglass. 


Let me be guilty of the crime of pla- 


giarism if you please, and use the words 
of the eloquent Phillips, and say to you 
now blue-eyed Saxon, proud of yaur 
race, go back with, me twenty years and 
select .what statesman you please, let 
him be either American or European, let 
him have a brain the result of six gen- 
erations of culture; let him have the 
ripest training of university routine, let 
him add to it the better education of 
practical life; crown his temples with 
the silver of seventy years and show me 
the man of Saxon lineage for whom his 
moat sanguine admirer will wreathe a 
laurel rich as embittered foes have 
placed on the brow of this negro; I 
would call him Napoleon, but Napo- 
leon made his way to empire and 
fame over broken oaths and a sea of 
blood,this; man never broke hie word. I 
would call him Cromwell, but Cromwell 
wae only a soldier and the state he 
founded went down with him into his 
grave. The spirit of this man will walk 
the world forever. I would call him 
Washington, but the great Virginian 
held slaves. This man risked his life 
that the divine spirit of freedom might 
triumph. 


You think me fanatic to-night for you 


read history not with your eyes but with 
your prejudices. But fifty years from 
now .when Truth gets a hearing the muse 
of history "ill for Qui greatest men of 


all ages and climes put PhoClon for the 
Greeks, Brutus for the Romans, Hamp- 
denfor England, Fayette for France, 
choose Washington as the bright con- 
summate flower of our earlier civiliza- 
tion, and John Brown as the ripe fruit 
of our noon day. Then, dipping her pen 
in the bright sunlight of reason, will 
write on the clear white margin, high 
above them all, the name of Frederick 
Douglass. 


Bev. D. F. Howe, pastor of the First 


M. E. church, spoke rapidly and elo- 
quently on the life and character of 
Douglass, the same topic discussed by 
Mr. Woodford, and Mr. Howe's remarks 
were frequently interrupted by applause. 
He commented briefly on the importance 
of February as marking the birthday of 
great men in history. 
In February we 


celebrate the birthdays of Washington 
and Lincoln and observe with tender 
words the death of Douglass, grand pro- 
moters and defenders of the rights of 
man. Great men stand between us and 
great truths. It is true in science, in 
nature, in moral and political truths. It 
IB through tho great men that we learn 
and are ennobled. 
Men like Washing- 


ton, Jefferson, 
Lincoln 
and 
Doug- 


lass have 
given 
us 
truths which 


we 
might 
not 
have 
heard 
of 


had 
they 
not 
lived. 
Douglass' 


remarkable career has proven to us that 
man may rise above his environments 
despite apparently unsurmountable ob- 
stacles. The pages of history cannot 
match him. See him! The slave in rags 
and tatters down there in the log cabin, 
learning bia alphabet, growing and de- 
veloping. Can you measure the distance 
between him and the grand summit he 
reached? As a boy in that little cabin 
he fought with the dogs for the crumbs 
thatfell under the rude table. Look upon 
that grand banquet in one of the palatial 
hotels in Chicago during the World's 
Fair. "It was a great gathering of dis- 
tinguished men at that banquet, and in 
the midst of it was Frederick Douglass, 
a central figure. Duplicate that, if you 
can! It was a long distance for Grant 
and Garfleld and Lincoln to reach the 
White House, but they reached it; but 
it was a harder task and a greater dis- 
tance for Fred Douglass to reach 
his exalted position in life. 
* 
* 
It is possible 
for 
every man to 


rise higher, but I would not tell the 
boys of to-day they can be congress- 
men. After 
an experience with the 


present congress I wouldn't insult the 
boys by telling them that. The African 
is a man. Douglass settled that point 
at once and forever. He has ever been 
my ideal of genuine, impassioned, pas- 
sive, fervid, melting eloquence. To 
Douglass 
we owe a debt of grat- 


itude that no meeting like this can ever 
pay. 
The 
spirit 
of 
Douglass will 


keep marching on so long as any of the 
rights of the black man are restricted, 
and so long as there is a "jim-crow" on a 
railroad train. 
Douglass, like Moser 


and Christ, lived to lift up man and 
make him better. Let the colored man 
honor Douglass for lifting him up, for 
his grand battle againt slavery and for 
his noble example. 


Rev. Hardin Smith made the closing 


address. Hesaid: Icometotalkabout,not 
a negro, but a citizen, who was nothing 
but came to something, whose name to- 
day belts the world. All nations reg- 
ognize Douglass as a man who did more 
to convince the world that man is a 
man, than any other man who has ever 
lived. In all his occupations he hon- 
ored his race. Wo are here to recognize 
the man who had fought and suffered and 
conquered, and who had won laurels. 
When slavery went down, Douglass went 
up and he took his race up with him; 
and from a poor slave boy he rose in in- 
telligence and in affluence, bis fortune 
at his death being estimated at 8500,000. 
Such men are not born every day. 
Douglass stands to-day as a great tower 
in history, the wonder of the world. 
The world wonders that such a man 
could have been born in slavery. 


After the singing of "America," the 


audience was dismissed with the bene- 
diction by Rev. G. M. Moore. 


Frederick Douglass, who died at 


Washington, D. C., Februarys*), was one 
of the picturesque characters of Ameri- 
can history. As a freedman, orator and 
diplomat he was known to the whole 
world. Be was born in Maryland in 
1817, his father being a white man and 
his mother a negro slave. The first ten 
years of his life were spent on the plan- 
tation of his master, a Col. Lloyd. From 
ten to sixteen years of age he lived with 
a relative of his master in Baltimore, 
where he learned to read and write. 
He suffered severely from the cruelty 
of several masters until 1838, when he 
succeeded in escaping from slavery and 
making his way to New York. Then 
he moved to New Bedford, Mass.,

where he married and worked about 
the wharves. From this union were 
born two sons and a daughter. Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison and other prom- 
inent abolitionists were attracted by 
bis native ability, and in 1841 he made 
a speech before an anti-slavery conven- 
tion, which at once made him famous. 


From 1841 to 1847 he lectured through- 


out England and New England, where 
he became famous as an orator plead- 
ing for the righte of his race. In 1846 
English friends purchased his freedom 
for $750. During the war he published 
a paper at Rochester, N. Y., hi which 
be strongly advocated the organizing 
of,colored regiments. At the close of 
the war he again devoted his attention 
to the lecture platform, and in 1870 he 
founded the New National Era in Wash- 
ington. For the last twenty years he 
las been a prominent figure in repub- 
lican politics. In 1871 he was assistant 
secretary to the commission to Santo 
Domingo and a member pi the terri- 
torial council of the District of Co- 
lombia. 


In 1873 he wan a presidential elector 


.from Hew York. President Haye* ap- 


pointed him United States marshal for 
the District of Columbia and'Prcsidexit 
Garfield appointed him recorder of 
deeds for the! district. His last ap- 
pointment, minister to Hayti, was re- 
ceived at the hands of President Hani- 
son. During the World's Columbian 
exposition he resided in Chicago, hav- 
ing been appointed one of the comnua- 
sioners from Hayti. During tho laofr 
few years of his life he had lived in. 
Uuiontown, D. C. He was the author 
of two books, "Narrative of My E»- 
perience in Slavery" and "My Bondage 
and My Freedom." His second wife^ 
who survives him, is a white woman, 
formerly a Miss Helen Pitts. She warn 
a clerk in the office of the recorder of 
deeds of the District of Columbia when 
Mr. Douglass was appointed to that of- 
fice.

completely, sobbing like a child, and 
crying out: "I didn't want to come, I 
didn't want to come. I told father so, 
but he told me to come; what will I do, 
what can I do for poor Clint," and his 
frame shook as if by palsy as he sank 
into a chair. Sheriff Nicholson and Depu- 
ties Holmes, Taylor and Richardson were 
present, and each tried to quiet Fred, 
whom it was feared might become as 
much of a patient as Clint. Finally the 
sheriff took Fred out for a walk, and 
when they returned Fied had his feel- 
ings under control and talked business, 
saying he might as well face the worst 
and do the best he could for his afflicted 
brother. It is his purpose to leave to- 
night for Tigo county, Pa., with Clint in 
chaige, and take immediate steps on his 
arrival in Pennsylvania to have him ad- 
judged insane and placed in an asylum 
for treatment. Fred says he does not 
believe Clint can possibly survive his 
severe attack of mental derangement. 


The father of the two brothers resides 


in Lowell, Mass., where he is at the head 
of a well-known life insurance company, 
having 100 men under him. Fred is the 
assistant superintendent for the Pru- 
dential Life 
Insurance company at 


Springfield, Mo., and Clint has been 
managing a farm in Pennsylvania for 
his paternal grandmother. 
Recently 


Fred sent Clint $50, and it appears that 
he immediately started for the west, 
stopping at St. Louis, where he got a 
ticket for Springfield, Mo., and then 
bought another for Lima, Ohio. He 
probably lost his reason while at St. 
Louis, and starting east on the Wabash 
he was taken off the train at this point 
last Saturday. During his detention 
here he has been wildly insane and no- 
body can manage him. When Fred last 
Saturday got the news by wire of his 
brother's condition, he became quite ill 
and two doctors attended him for several 
tiours. He thought Clint had gone crazy 
because ho (Fiad) had been instrumental 
ir selling the farm at sheriff's sale, and
